It 
accounts for the highly popular, old- 
r.stablished agricultural • "bargain 
counter.” 

The home surroundings and sani¬ 
tary equipment of fifty per cent, of 
western farms today Is below a grade 
which would be tolerated in any civil- 
i '.ed urban community. When we shed 
tears over the slum populations of 
Montreal and Toronto, we might 
spare a few for the agricultural slum. 
The farmer can, to be sure, function 
on the present price level, but what 
about the post-war period? His prob¬ 
lem must be solved if the “New Or¬ 
der” is to have any sensible meaning 
at all.—Farm and Ranch Review.

jVflAX WERNER, well-known war commentator, writ¬ 
ing in Red Book, asserts that the German home 
fiont is weaker than the German military front. From 
1939 to 1^42 the war was a lucrative enterprise for 
many Germans. It yielded booty ranging from big in¬ 
dustrial concerns down to small packages of loot that 
German soldiers sent home. No one iu Germany is pro¬ 
fiting any longer by the war. Death has reaped a 
frightful harvest, ^©f all big industrialists the clique 
from the Rhine and Ruhr was most arrogant and 
greedy. These people brought Hitler into power, later 
to profit by the war he financed. The ruins of their 
bomb blasted enterprises have taught that the war 
spells only terrible disaster. 

“Above and beyond this,” says Mr. Werner, “Ger¬ 
many has been driven into a biological crisis. No bellig¬ 
erent country is wasting the blood of the nation like 
Germany. To replenish the army, manpower has been 
drained to the utmost. Hitler can draw on foreign slave 
labor. He sends German industrial workers to the front, 
while foreign workers take their places. Even the Sov¬ 
iet Union keqps a large reserve of manpower at home, 


But Germany is wasting thjs reserve, distined to help 
reconstruction of peace, for war purposes. It is being 
transformed into a country of widows, orphans and in¬ 
valids. 

“The ‘master race’ is scattered. It has been sent all 
over Europe to form the bureaucratic machinery in oc¬ 
cupied countries, compelled to live amid hatred of native 
populations. And another aspect is that Germany is 
‘saturated with foreigners. An unceasing flow of man¬ 
power. Germany has become a racial chaos. Today the 
number of foreign workers and war prisoners in Ger¬ 
many totals over 11 million. In point of fact Germany 
is today an occupied country, the number of foreign 
workers and prisoners exceeding the number of German 
soldiers at the fronts. And their number in age groups 
between 20 and 46 exceeds the ■ number of Germans. 
These are military facts of overwhelming importance. 

“Another factor is the explosive force of these 12 mil¬ 
lion foreigners.' Today’s slaves are tomorrow’s rebels. 
And hostile peoples ready for action are not confined to 
German occupied regions and German frontiers—they, 
are right in the heart of Germany,. In the hour of cris¬ 
is we shall see cities and whole districts inside Germany 
occuped by prisoners and foreign workers, and we shall 
witness anti-Genpan riots. The gates of Germany will 
be opened from within. 

“Three large groups in the German home front are 
breaking. These are labor, the middle classes and the 
old ruling class. German labor yielded to Natuim but 
was not assimilated. And the German middle classes 
who were Hitler’s most passionate partizans today feel 
cheated and dispossessed. They have lost everything 
under the Nazis, their property and their lifehood. Ger¬ 
man genefals, Junkers, industrialists and bankers real* 
ize that the war is irrevocably lost. What matters to 
German upper classes is no longer how to stave off de¬ 
feat, but how to escape individually or as a group the 
consequences of defeat. Industrialists and bankers will 
announce that the irm of Germany is bankrupt and try 
to sell out Germany to save for themselves what still 
can be saved. In the hear future we shall see acts of 
treachery in Germany surpassing the imagination of 
any writer of fiction.” 


A lA)n g Way to Go ^ Parent’s Prayer 


Henry Morgenthau in Washington 
derides foolish optimism over the con¬ 
quest of Sieily, which is merely an 
out post, declaring that it cost the 
Allies materials up to 564%. He 
warns that so far as the United States 
is concerned the attack in Italy is 
.iust the beginning of the war. 

Detailing the . ost of Sicilian in¬ 
vasion, Morgenthau reminded, “I’m 
not talking about Italy. I’m talking 
about Sicily,. In Sicily we met only a 
small fraction of the opposition we 
are getting from the Germans, now, in 
Italy . . . listen to what it cost us." 

He listed: 

13 per cent of all 165-mm. howitzers 
landed by the Allies. 

46 per cent of all 57-mm. guns put 
iuto action, 

13 per cent of all guns employed. 

8 per cent of all medium tanks and 
7 per cent of all light tanks. r .

36 per cent of the motor carriages 
for the 76-mm. guns. 

22 per cent of the carriages for the 
105-mm, howitzers. 

“I say nothing of qjl the killed and 
wounded,” he added. “I say nothing 
of the vast quantity, of secondary ma¬ 
terials used^things like 1,‘100 miles 
of copper telephone wire.”-"-* 

“Today the situation is critical. In 
;.ny event, we still have to drive north 
about 500 miles with the Germans 
fighting every inch of the way. At the 
very least it will take months. And 
. . . when and if we conquer the whole 
of Italy, we will still be nowhere near 
Germany. We will ^tjll have a long 
way to go.”

Urges American 
Market for Cattle 

The Editor Dear Sir:- 

At the present time we have the 
very startling, yes tragic situation qf 
seeing our Western farmers labor day 
and night to produce almost unbeliev¬ 
able quantities of bacon and beef and 
yet be penalized for this almost sup¬ 
erhuman effort. With regaru to bacon 
Hon. Gordon Taggart, chairman of 
the Bacon Board and also responsible 
for government control of food pro¬ 
duction in Canada, is authority for the 
statement “that it is quite probable 
that the Canadian bacon quota for 
Britain will be reached this year.” 
Yes, the farmers have produced the 
hogs but the packing plants are short 
of labor and if the usual heavy deliv¬ 
eries of summer hogs materializes in 
the very near future, there is every 
indication that a serious bottleneck 
may develop in our western packing 
plants. The time for the Federal Min¬ 
ister of Labor to act is now, before 
that happens, jot when^the hogs start 
hacking up from the plants right baek 
to the farms. Here again is a place 
where the Italian prisoners of war 
could have been used if the govern¬ 
ment hqd heeded the advice of the Un¬ 
ited Farmers. 

In connection with beef we are fac¬ 
ing a much worse situation. We have 
produced more cattle than ever before 
in the history of the province. In the 
face of this huge production we have 
declining prices for live cattle. We 
see in large areas of Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan practically -a crop failure. 
Large numbers of cattle from such 
areas will of necessity be rushed on 
the market as soon as they have 
cleaned up the meagre stubble and 
dried up crop grazing. 

There is a government authority 
"which is supposed to step in and buy 
the cattle when the price drops but it 
never seems to act or function to pro¬ 
tect the farmer. There is the packing 
plant situation previously mentioned. 

Last year in the months of October 
November and December, in the three 
prairie provinces, we marketed over 
250,000 head of cattle of all kinds. 
This with no crop failure in any area. 
We have more cattle this year. The 
United Farmers of Alberta alive to 
this alarming situation, are urging 
the Federal Government to take im¬ 
mediate action to meet this problem 
by making more labor available to the 
packing plants in the first instance, 
ar-i then to immediately open up the 
American outlet for Canadian cattle. 
This, we believe to be necessary’if 
very serious loss to our Western Can¬ 
adian farmrs is to be avoided.

The medical profession recommends 
a complete service of high standard 
should it be strictly federal, or should 
it be a provincial measure operating 
under federal enabling legislation and 
assistance. 

There are advantages in a single 
nation-wide measure of Health Insur¬ 
ance, but it does appear that there 
are certain factors which would indi¬ 
cate that Health Insurance should be 
introduced on a provincial basis. Pro¬ 
vincial plans should be co-ordinated 
with federal legislation. . ,- 

Considerations are (1) local condi¬ 
tions, such as cost of living, cost of 
services, incomes, etc.; (2) it would 
be much more difficult to draft a fed¬ 
eral measure acceptable in detail to 
alT parts of Canada than a federal 
measure outlining general provisions 
and leaving details to individual prov¬ 
inces; (3) by maintaining uniformity 
in general structure, later unification 
if desirable would be simplified; (4) 
revision of the B.NA. Act would not 
be necessary. 

Federal administration might be 
under a Minister of National Health 
with advisory council. 

In the provinces it is strongly re¬ 
commended that the plan come under
